1 . DE 92 09 648 U1 . listed on the German Search Report, describes a device for 
reading a multifunctional card. The device has a housing (1) with an insertion slot (11) 
for a card (2). A fingerprint detection means (5) is provided for comparing the fingerprint 
with fingerprint data stored in the ROM components (3) of card (2). 

2. DE 295 13 985 U1, listed on the International Search Report and classified as 
background art only, discloses a miniature reading device for chip cards, in which the 
housing incorporates an electronic circuit with a microcontroller as well as an LCD 
display. The electronic circuit and the LCD display are arranged on a printed circuit 
board in a chip card protection envelope. The electronic circuit comprises a 
microcontroller having an EEPROM circuitry.
